This company enjoys a very substantial business, and 
only. last year erectcd a new tactory building of steel and cement construc- 
tion which is one of the mos: modern in the Dominion While the Mooney 
Co,, have not divulged the exact amount of the purchase price, it is under- 
stood to be in the neighborhood of $300,000. 

The story of the crganization and progress of the Mooney Biscuit Co 
reads almost like a tale fom the Arabian Nights. Less than eight years 
ago the business was started in a small way in Stratford, Ont.. Mr. W. J. 
Mooney the founde:, who has been and is still tne Presideut of the Com- 
pany, haS been called “Che wizard of the biscuit business.” He has had 
for many years some very original ideas regarding the biscuit business, and 
immediately’on the organization of hl» own factory he proceeded to put 
them into operation, One of these was, that factory-made biscuits, if 
fresh, covld in a large measure suppiant the home-made article. “Cons - 
quent'y, steps weif taken *o place tne Yiscuiis on the grocers’ shelves in a 
condition of freshness heretofore unheard of in the biscuii business of Can- 
ada. Guods wire shipped the same day they left the oven, and arrang > 
ments were made for specially fast despatch. The company’s own line of 
private cars was installed io insure ‘.eaniiness, and to avoid delays and 
a strenuous advertisitig campaign was launchetl to promote a. rapid move: 
ment ef the geods.ifter they. actually reached the retail merchant. The, 
effect of this policy was little short of wonderful. The business devel- 
oped at a rate undreamt of by its founders and each succeeding year ne- 
cessitated extensions in factory, until finally « brand new building was 
erected to take ‘cate of the ‘rapidly increasing business...

Consequently a little less than two years ago the big factory 
in Wiunipeg was secured, and the resalts which have been achieved since 
that time have fully justified the wiadom.of the venture, and have set the 
seal of approval on the branch facjory idea. The business of the Moon 1y 
Biscult & Candy Co. is n @fikeded to be the largest of the kind in the 
Dominion 6f Canada, and it ranks very promiuentiy among the big indus- 
trial enterprises of the country ns Ee a £ 

Although the British Columbia territory has heretofore been served by 
the Mvuoney factory at Stratford, never.heless the business has fully kept 
pace with the growth of (he territory, and has now reached proportions where 
the company feel that it can only be taken care of by a factory actually on 
the ground. ln addition «o the present business of the Mooney Co. the 
new factory will also take over the existing business of the Smith Co 
which is of very considerable proportions, so that it is expected that the 
new factory will at once be taxed to ira utmost proportions 

Mr. W.-C. Mooney the Vice President of the Company, who has been 
manager of the Winnipeg factory, is now in Vancouver and will have charge 
of the reorganization work.

Lethbridge, Alta, Sept.—-The man 
agement of the Dry-Farmed Products

CANADA'S PULPWOOD, 1911 
Discussed In a Recent Bulletin of the 
Forestry Branch 

Ever since the Province of Quebec 
forbad« the export of pulpwood cut 
from Ciown lands, considerable inter- 
eat has been taken in the question 
as to how the price of pulpwood would 
be aftected. A leading paper trade 
periodical estimated that the price of 
pulpwood had advanced one dollar 
per cord. This is corroborated by 
the bulletin on pulpwood lately com- 
piled by the Forestry Branch of the 
Department of the Interior, Accord- 
ing to this bulletin, the average price 
of pulpwood in Quebec province dur- 
ing 1911 was higher by ninety seven 
cents than during 1910. In Ontario 
the price actually fell twenty cents 
per cord, while in Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick increases of twenty 
nine uni twenty two cents respective- 
ly are announced. 

A question that is just beginning to 
come into notice in the Dominion is 
the u'ilizatfon of saw-mill waste as 
materia: for pulp making. A very 
small quantity of such waste is so 
utilize’ by three firms which own 
both saw-miils and pulp-mills.

FOR CLEAN CREAM. 


Ip favorable weather keep the 
cows ip the pasture as much as 
possible, thus preventing an ace 
cumulation of mauure ip the sta- 
ble or corrai. 

Remove the dirt from the cows’ 
udders and Ganks before milking 
and wipe the adders with a damp 
cloth. 

Do not feed hay or dusty feed 
Just before milking. 

To clean palis and cans frst 
wash them clean with warm wa- 
ter and a mineral washing pow: 
der, then rinse them well, scald 
them and allow them to drain. 

Skim about a 35 per cent cream. 

Take the separator apart and 
wash It thoroughly after each 
separation. 

Remove the cream to a milk 
house or cool place where the air 
is pure and where the can may 
be placed tn a trough or barrel of 
cold water fresh from the well. 

Do not mix warm cream with 
cold cream nor keep cream in cel- 
lars or caves, 

See that all cans and tinware 
coming in contact with cream are 
perfectly sweet and clean, espe- 
cially in the seams and crevices. 

Deliver the cream in the morn- 
ing during hot weather. Make at 
least three deliveries a week in 
summer and two in the winter. 

At all times protect the can 
containing cream against heat, 
cold and dust by covering the 
can completely with a clean can 
vas. — Kansas Experiment Sta 
tion.

cessive churning either in the butter 
milk or ip the wash water is Ilable to 
produce a weak bodied butter. I'he 
giass ip the churn should be watched 
carefully, and as soon as the granuies 
have reached the desired size the but- 
termilk should be drawn off. Ip wash- 
ing the butter six or eight revolutions 
of the churn are sufticient. 

The butter should not be allowed to 
become soft during the washing and 
working process if the best body is de- 
sired. The wash water should be the 
same temperature or a few degrees 
lower than the cream before churning, 
The butter should be worked in a coot 
room apd should be worked only 
enough to dissolve and distribute the 
salt, It should not be allowed to be 
come soft after it has been made so as 
to go on the market or to the consumer 
in @ Grm condition.—G, B, Frevert, 
Dairyman, Idaho Experiment Station. 


MARKING LINEN. 


What Fashion Decrees is Modish This 
Summer. 

Fashions In marking tiven change to 
some degree every season, so that jet- 
ters from a balf inch to four or five 
inches long are permissible, but a safe 
rule for the conservative neediewomin 
to follow is: For tablecloths, letters 
two Inches long; napkins, letters three 
quarters of an Inch long; sheets, two 
inches long. Other articles are mark: 
ed according to the taste of the house 
wife. The best method of marking 
linen ts a problem which presents it- 
self very often. 

There are many ways to choose be 
sides the plain embroltdered initial, 
stamped either in script or block type. 
Perhaps the most attractive method 
of working large initials is to em- 
broider the letters over fine net, cut- 
ting away the linen underneath so that 
when finished it will give a transpar 
ent effect that is unusual and beauti- 
ful. 

The work is not difficult and can be 
done rapidly by one who has any ex- 
perience in needlecraft. Sketch the 
letter selected in the proper position 
on the linens or you can transfer an 
ordinary marking letter in the usual 
manner with a warm fron, The letter 
is then lined or backed with fine net. 

This is tacked securely Into position, 
taking the thread tirmly around all the 
points of the letter. Now cut away as 
much of the linen Inside the outline as 
will make the letter effective, with the 
net alone showing through. 

The edge of the linen is then em-| 
broidered to the net, either with a 
plain over and over stitch or a button- 
hole stitch, When the embroidery ts 
all finished the net at the back is cut 
away us close as possible so that the 
reverse side of the article will be per) 
fectly neat.

Elm Leads in Canadian Cooperage 
Although the elm still leads among 
the woods used for slack cooper 
spruce is rapidly supplanting it. 
the total cutput of barrels in the Do- 
miinion last year, there were used, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the 
Forestry branch of the Department of 
the Interior, 80,016,000 pieces of elm, 
in staves headings and hoops, as 
tgainst 87,704,000 pieces of spruce. 
here wore, however, over 11,090,000 
more spruce staves and 9,000,000) few- 
er elm staves reported for 1911 than 
for 1910, In time, elm will probably 
be used only for hoops, as it is the 
best wool for the purpose, the supply 
is fast diminishing, and other species 
can be used to advantage for staves 
and headings, The ultimate substi- 
tute for elm will probably be birch 
which is comparatively plentiful. 
Slack cooperage ts of vastly greater 
importance than tight cooperage in 
Canada. This is because the ma- 
jority of Canadian products are of a 
rough and dry nature, such as lime, 
potatoes, apples, dry fish, flour, cer- 
eals, ets., and because Canadian 
woods are best suited to slack coop- 
erage. 
White oek, the only wood which 
can be used for containers of alcohol- 
ic liquids, has been practically ex- 
hausted in Canadian woodlands. In 
1911 only 2,768,000 oak staves were 
cut, while 7,293,000 were imported. 
A rough estimate on the part of the 


=~ | Forestry Branch places the minimum 


amount of material used in the man- 
ufacture of all classes of cooperage 
as 62,353,190 board feet, made up as 
follows: Staves, 29,367,714 feet, head- 
ing, 24,466,666 feet, and hoops, 62,- 
353,190 feet.

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WHAT WOMEN ARE DOING 
Improving Conditions on the Farm 
Through Systematic Work 

Only a few years back it was the 
fashion, whenever conversation turn- 
ed upon life on the farm, to shake 
one’s head and quote statistics from 
the insanity records about the farm- 
er's wife. The hard work, the isola 
tion, the monotonous existence, did 
indeed, prove too much for farm wo- 
men, and it was out of the dire ex- 
tremity of their case that salvation 
was evolved. Suddenly the convict- 
jon established itself here and there 
about the country that it did not real- 
ly have to be, that the answer was 
not in filling the asylums, nor yet in 
forsaking the farm for the city, but 
in chang ng farm, conditions, socializ- 
ing the farm as It were. 

In the ‘ast decade club women have 
become ‘leeply interested. Mrs, 
Loyhed, out of Minnesota, is reputed 
to have aone yeoman service in her 
effort to carry club life into the rural 
districts. And city women have 
grown keen over the little farm idea, 
Around every large town little farm 
projects :re on the increase.
